Note — The above and the painting described under No. 78 were painted by Natoire, 
who was a contemporary of Boucher and like him a pupil of I.emoine, for 
the Due de Tallard, who left them to Madame la Marquise de I.assenage, from 
whose heirs they were purchased. They are two of a series of four paintings de- 
scribed as presenting “L’Histoire d’ Amour,” one of which is at the present day in 
the Museum of Troyes, France. The series of paintings were exhibited in Paris in 
1736, when the artist was 36 years old and Boucher was 33, the year before Boucher 
received his commission to execute four panels for the Hotel de Soubise, now the 
Archives Nationales, to which the Hotel du Mareehal Tallard, built in 1728, is 
near neighbor. Boucher was incited by the exhibition of Natoire’s work, accord- 
ing to the story, to emulation of his rival and chose for his .Soubise panels the 
same subject, placing his own paintings in the room adjoining that in which Natoire 
was then (1737), painting his famous “L’Histoire de Psyche.”
